Claims 16-20 are allowed for the following reasons: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Jurbergs et al. (US 651611 1). 

Claim 16 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a shroud mounted to the daughter card, the shroud having
